This office action is in response to the decision made by the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interference (BPAI) as dated on April 1 1 , 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,12 and 1 8, are allowable in view of the decisions made by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interference (BPAI) that the prior art on record or that encountered 
in searching for the invention, fails to disclose or suggest the features of instant 
invention - a scheduling schema identifies a second time at which the one or more 
stored removable media is scheduled to be exported - in a combination with all the 
limitations as recited by applicant. 

Claims 2-11,1 3-1 7 and 1 9-20 depend on claims 1,12 and 1 8 respectively, 
therefore are allowable.
